Woman hero 

Lottery bandit suspects nabbed 


Neighboring police departments hope to 
question the pair for possible involvement 
in at least 10 other gas station robberies, 
where cash and large amounts of lottery 
tickets were taken.

Nearby police departments, 
including Dearborn, have ex- 
pressed an interest in ques- 
tioning a pair of service station 
robbery suspects nabbed by 
Romulus police last week. 

Police were aided by a mys- 
tery woman, who witnessed 
the last of the alleged crimes 
and followed the pair until po- 
lice caught up with them. 

The woman, who prefers to 
remain anonymous, is being 
praised by Romulus Police for 
her help in the capture of two 
service station bandits on 
April 25, one of whom is an es- 
capee from a state half-way 
house. 

Neighboring police depart- 
ments hope to question the 
pair for possible involvement 
in at least 10 other gas station 
robberies, where cash and 
large amounts of lottery tickets 
were taken. 

Romulus Detective Sgt. Gor- 
don Malaniak said the woman 
had pulled into the service 
area of the Speedway Service 
Station at Wayne and Wick 
roads, when she noticed sus- 
picious activities occurring in- 
side the station office. 

The witness watched the al- 
leged holdup occur, in which 
cash and numerous state lot- 
tery tickets were taken, Mal- 
aniak said, and then called 


9-1-1 on her car phone. 

The woman drove her car 
across the street and contin- 
ued to watch as the pair ran to 
their car and fled from the 
scene. Malaniak said the wo- 
man followed the pair in her 
car and stayed in phone con- 
tact with the police dispatcher 
all the way. 

Police patrol units caught 
up with the pair about a mile 
and a half away on eastbound 
1-94, but the male suspect 
jumped out of the car as soon 
as his woman partner stopped 
the vehicle, Malaniak said. 

The man, later identified as 
David R. Barron, 37, currently 
of Taylor, was nabbed by uni- 
form police officers as he tried 
to hide in the tall grass. 

Malaniak said an outstand 
ing warrant for Barron for es 
caping from a half-way house 
was later discovered. He also 


was charged with two counts of 
unarmed robbery. 

His companion, Bonnie L. 
Borgh, also of Taylor, was also 
charged with two counts of un- 
armed robbery. The pair is 
charged with taking part in an- 
other robbery at the same ser- 
vice station on March 5. 

Both were arraigned before 
34th District Court Judge He- 
nry Zaborowski last Wednes- 
day. Barron was ordered held 
in lieu of $100,000 cash bond. 
Borgh’s bail was set at $10,000 
(10 percent). 

A preliminary hearing is 
slated at 9 a m. today in the 
34th District Court. 

Malaniak said Borgh would 
later cash in the winning lot- 
tery tickets, but that the defen- 
dants complained that the 
highest winning amount on 
any of the tickets was $25.

Massive housing, golf 
course plan unveiled

A massive new $75-$100 mil- 
lion housing development that 
will include an 18-hole golf 
course, restaurant and 25 
acres of commercial develop- 
ment was unveiled Monday by 
Mayor Beverly McAnally and 
Wayne County Executive Ed- 
ward H. McNamara. 

The 338-acre development 
that McAnally says “will be- 
come an anchor for our com- 
munity” is the largest private 
residential project ever under- 
taken in the city of Romulus 
and is located at Van Born and 
Merriman roads, part of the 
old Wayne County Eloise com- 
plex. 

The land acquisition cere- 
mony was conducted at noon 
Monday at the Holiday Inn 
Crowne Plaza. About 50 people 
were on hand to watch as 
McNamara signed the land 


over to Salvatore Cottone, 
president of Resco Inc., a land 
development company based 
in Sterling Heights. 

The cost of purchasing the 
property was $1.1 million, Cot- 
tone said. 

McAnally signed the real es- 
tate agreement as a witness. 

Calling Romulus an “un- 
tapped gem,” Cottone revealed 
he planned to begin construct- 
ing the public golf course and 
the first phase of the housing 
units sometime next year as ar- 
chitect’s plans need to be de- 
veloped and approved by city 
officials yet. 

When the entire planned 
development is completed, it 
is to contain 300-400 single 
family homes, 200 apartments 
or condominiums, restaurant 
and 25 acres of commercial de- 
velopment. 

Cottone said the first series 
of residences will probably be 


ranch and colonial style 
homes. 

“We are extremely pleased 
with the fine cooperation bet- 
ween ourselves and Wayne 
County,” McAnally said, “that 
has resulted in a project that 
will greatly benefit both. It will 
add two things we both dearly 
need, homes and new resi- 
dents.” 

McAnally continued, “The 
city has long hoped for a high 
quality residential develop- 
ment, and the planned golf 
course will be an added attrac- 
tion for the city, county and 
public.” 

McNamara added, “This 
will be a tremendous develop- 
ment for Romulus and Wayne 
County. There has been a need 
for a residential subdivision in 
the city and in addition, a valu- 
able piece of property is being 
placed back on the city and 
county tax rolls.” 


Court split debated

Unperturbed by threats that 
neighboring communities may 
pull out of the 34th District 
Court system, Mayor Beverly 
McAnally told the City Council 
on Monday that she has no 
qualms about lowering the 
court structure to two judges 
instead of the current three 
and placing the Romulus Po- 
lice Department in the court 
building. 

McAnally has felt that the 
city of Romulus should have 
the lion’s share of control over 
the 34th District Court. That 
feeling has irritated some of 
the leaders of Sumpter, Van 
Buren and Huron townships 
and Belleville, who take part 
in the monthly meetings of the 
District Control Unit of the 
34th District Court. 

McAnally expressed disap- 
pointment that other commu- 
nities (Belleville, Sumpter, 
Huron and Van Buren) have 
expressed an interest in shar- 
ing the expected court surplus 
expected to be over $1 million, 
“when Romulus was forced to 
pay all the major costs when 
there were continual short- 
falls.” 

McAnally told the council

“some of the control unit mem- 
bers said their communities 
may pull out and form a sepa- 
rate court. They also have 
asked to see the exact lan- 
guage that was used when the 
courthouse building was first 
constructed. 

“Our police are now cram- 
ped in a tight location (a for- 
mer school located at Bibbins 
and Olive) and would welcome 
a more modern spacious facil- 
ity,” she continued. 


“We can nit-pick just as well 
as they can,” McAnally said 
“and we can also save a lot of 
money by getting out of that 
old school. In addition the 
courthouse already has a nu- 
mber of police cells.” 

McAnally also is disturbed 
that some district unit mem- 
bers are attacking current 
Chief Judge Felix Rogalle, 
who she credits with helping 
to clean-up the financial mess 
that has existed at the court for 
a number of years. 

The mayor says attacks on 
Rogalle this year are like the 
“killing the messenger” philos- 
ophy of old. 

The “financial mess’’ 
McAnally was referring to is 
the $270,000 shortfall that a 
combined Michigan State Po- 
lice and Supreme Court probe 
discovered last year. 

Since the probe former ad- 
ministrator Nancy Schuette 
has been arrested on three em- 
bezzlement charges and a new 
administrator Michael 
Ramsey has been hired. 

DCU members want to 
check the initial language to 
see what plans were listed for 
the court building after tiie 
current bonds are paid off. 


Ex-court administrator 
to be sentenced May 20

A retired 34th District Court 
administrator will be sen- 
tenced on May 20 after plead- 
ing guilty to one count of 
evading state income taxes in 
1987. 

Charles E. Walls, who 
served as court administrator 
from 1969 to 1987. was accused 
of failing to report $11,000 of 
income in 1987. He will be sen 
tenced by Chief Detroit Re- 
corders Court Judge Dalton A. 
Roberson. 

Walls faces a fine of up to 
$5,000 and imprisonment of up 
to five years. 

This marked the second 
time in three months a former 
Romulus 34th District Court 
Administrator has been 
brought up on charges follow- 


ing an extensive audit and 
criminal investigation by State 
Attorney General Frank J. Kel 
ley and Director of the Michi- 
gan State Police Col. Michael 
D. Robinson. 

Kelley stated, “The under- 
reporting of income resulted 
in underpayment of Michigan 
income tax." Kelley is seeking 
also restitution of more than 
$11,000 in Walls’ unpaid taxes. 

The charge against Walls 
and the subsequent plea is a 
result of 1993 audits conducted 
by the state court administra- 
tor’s office and the investiga- 
tion into missing court funds. 

The investigation revealed 
evidence that Walls had re- 
ceived money from the court 
made out to ABS (Ann’s Busi- 
ness Service), a business oper- 


ated by Walls and his now- 
deceased wife. 

Kelley explained that Walls 
was apparently performing 
bookkeeping services for the 
court, while he was employed 
as a court administrator and 
failed to report the income on 
his Michigan income tax re- 
turns. 

This February Kelley also 
charged Wall’s successor, 
Nancy Schuette, with three 
counts of embezzlement of 
court funds totalling more 
than $270,000, while she served 
as administrator from 1987 un- 
til 1993. She resigned after be- 
ing suspended for six months. 
Those charges are still pend- 
ing. She faces a hearing on 
June 20 on the embezzlement 
charges.

In connection with the Ro 
mulus Adult Education De- 
partment, Rogalle has 
implemented a self awareness 
program whereby misdemea- 
nant, as an alternative to sen 
teneing, are required to attend 
classes at the Romulus Adult 
Education program where 
they can sure their general ed- 
ucation diploma and receive 
practical advice on securing 
jobs. 

“Victim panels have been 
established to discuss the pain 
that the drinking driver has 
caused them. It is hoped that 
those attending will alter their 
standard of conduct. Presently, 
an ad hoc task force for domes- 
tic violence has been formed 
in the hopes of stemming the 
tide of continual domestic vio- 
lence.” 

Rogalle has 30 years of ex- 
perience both as a trial lawyer 
and as a judge. He is a gradu- 
ate of Belleville High School, 
Michigan State University and 
the Detroit College of Law. 
Rogalle, who is a veteran, is 
licensed to practice law before 
all courts in Michigan as well 
as the U.S. Supreme Court. 

“It is important who occu

“And, why was the individ- 
ual who blew the whistle 
which started the investigation 
phased out of a job. Before the 
court can regain a semblance 
of respect, these questions 
must be answered,” Chapman 
said. 

The candidate said there 
should be full accountability 
of the court auctions. 

“The judges have control 
over the court officers, and 
should ask for accountability,” 
Chapman said. “It has been 
said that some items were sold 
before the auctions, and there 
have been other charges of im- 
proprieties. If they have noth- 
ing to hide, then why haven’t 
they reported to the commu- 
nity about the auctions.”

Lifetime service awards presented to pair

Man admits playground assaults

A Garden City man, who has 
been jailed on several misde- 
meanor charges involving the 
spanking of children on ele- 
mentary school playgrounds, 
pleaded guilty to two counts of 
second degree criminal sexual 
conduct (CSC) against a child 
qnder 13 years of age. 

Steven Brion Smith, 31, who 
is being held on a $100,000 
cash bond, is scheduled to be 
sentenced May 13 before De- 
troit Recorder’s Judge Gersh 
win Drain. Smith could face up 
to 15 years in prison on each 
count. 

Smith was charged after 


sexually molesting a 12-year- 
old child on Wildwood Ele- 
mentary School grounds after 
spanking him and three other 
young boys on the playground 
Jan. 11, Westland police Sgt. 
Laura Moore said. 

The incident occurred after 
school let out and Smith did 
not know the children in- 
volved, Moore said. 

“He pulled one of the stu- 
dents pants down and fondled 
him,” Moore said. 

Smith has been arrested for 
prior spanking incidents, ac- 
cording to Moore, but never in 
connection with sexual as- 
saults. 

“He’s dangerous. In the past 


he's exposed himself to chil 
dren. but never at the same 
time as the spanking inci 
dents,” Moore said. 

Smith has been arrested 
and jailed on assault and bat- 
tery 1 charges for spankings at 
Kettering and Elliott elemen- 
tary schools in Westland and 
two Garden City elementary 
schools, Moore said. He has 
also been charged with an in- 
decent exposure incident near 
another Westland elementary 
school, she added. 

These incidents have oc- 
curred over a two year period 
and Smith has been jailed up 
to 89 days on all of these 
charges Moore said.

Man sentenced to probation in beating

A 19 year-old Romulus man, 
who pleaded guilty to the re-

The incident occurred 


around midnight on Oct. 30, 
1993 at a 7 Eleven store, lo- 
cated at 172 S. John Hix Road 
in Westland, when Ledford 
and three other individuals 
drove up in a blue Camaro and 
a confrontation began with the 
victim and another individual 
who were occupants of the vic- 
tim's car.

Ledford and the victim got out 
of their respective cars with 
weapons in hand. 

The victim told police he 
grabbed an aluminum angle- 
iron from Lite back seat of his 
vehicle because he feared for 
his safety when the attacker 
produced a shotgun.

Ledford backed the victim 
up against his car and hit him 
with the barrel of the gun. 

“(The attacker) hit him 
three or four times in the fore- 
head and in the neck.”

Last week, attending a social function, a member of our 
staff was confronted by Judge William Szlinis of the be- 
leaguered 34th District Court where a year-long investiga- 
tion has led to charges of embezzlement against the former 
court administrator. 

Reporters from this newspaper and public officials 
have repeatedly asked questions of the judges at the 34th 
District Court during this investigation. We’ve asked about 
the charges, rumors and speculation which have sur- 
rounded the court for many, many months prior to the 
investigation and revelation of formal charges. Usually, to 
no avail. We’ve historically been told “no comment” or 
phone calls have not been returned or responded to. 

At this social function, however, Judge Szlinis appar- 
ently decided that the time was right to respond to 
questions-and to exercise his skilled cross-examination 
techniques. 

After some verbal sparring and attempts to evade the 
embarrassing situation, and after listening to the judge 
carefully and repeatedly detail the funding of his car 
which he explained came from his “travel allowance” and 
was, therefore, not leased by the court, he demanded that 
the staff member ask him questions regarding the court 
situation. 

Not once, but several times, even after being told that 
the time was inappropriate, the person unprepared and 
uncomfortable in the situation and interruptions of sev- 
eral people to exchange social pleasantries, the judge de- 
manded, in his best Perry Mason style, that he be asked 
questions. 

If the judge was sincere in this request, we would cer- 
tainly be pleased to hear and to print his answers to many, 
many questions which have surrounded the court during 
this unfortunate and unpleasant time. 

These questions are: 

• Was the trip to Lithuania by Judge William Szlinis 
paid for by the 34th District Court, and, if so, what purpose 
did it serve the constituents? If not, why hasn’t he said so? 

• Since most of the alleged embezzlement occurred dur- 
ing the period that Judge Szlinis served as chief judge, 
why was he not aware of the shortfalls, and why did he not 
immediately implement the recommendations of the pre- 
vious audit? 

• Why weren’t court officials forthright with the commu- 
nity when the allegations were first made, and why wasn’t 
information which did not infringe on confidentiality or 
criminal prosecution reported? 

• Are luxury vehicles leased for the judges by the court 
or flinded from an expense account? How much travel 
must judges do outside of the 34th District Court and the 
immediate five-community area? 

• Has the 34th District Court required competitive bid- 
ding on goods and services? 

• But most importantly of all, why have the phone calls 
and questions of reporters not been answered or re- 
sponded to? Why has their been such a stonewalling of any 
attempt to provide the answers to legitimate questions of 
political leaders and residents of the area? And why is it 
now so important to clarify the issue of how the judges’ 
cars are paid for when for the past months, the controversy 
has been allowed to rage? 

The reason these questions regarding the 34th District 
Court continue to stir controversy is simply because the 
questions that have been raised previously have not been 
answered. 

This newspaper has repeatedly called for closure of this 
investigation by the state, demanding that the judges ei- 
ther be cleared of any wrongdoing or charged with crimi- 
nal acts and allowed to defend themselves. We have 
continually criticized the climate of suspicion and rumor 
which has enveloped the court for all this time and identi- 
fied the drawn-out investigation and delays as a real detri- 
ment to the proper dispensation of justice at the 34th 
District Court. 

But, frankly, after this encounter, our concern about the 
type of car Judge Szlinis drives or how it is paid for is 
overshadowed by our sincere hope that he did not drive it 
home from this function.

As a librarian, it was with 
great interest, and some 
amusement, that 1 read the let- 
ter from Walter Warren re- 
garding the library as a waste 
of money. After all, informa- 
tional professionals have been 
predicting the death of the 
book at least since 1976, when I 
was enrolled in the University 
of Michigan's Graduate School 
of Library Science. 

My first reaction to reading 
that libraries are obsolete was 
to breathe a large sigh of re- 
lief. Finally, an end in sight! 
Finally, my job would quit get- 
ting harder and start getting 
easier. No longer will we strug- 
gle daily with the task of get- 
ting all those returned books 



back on the shelf. 

Unfortunately, someone has 
neglected to tell all the 
readers and library users in 
the Belleville, Sumpter, and 
Van Buren communities the 
good news. These Nean 
derthals continue to increase 
their use of the public library 
at unprecedented rates. 

Since the library expansion 
two years ago, the number of 
books and other materials 
signed out has risen 80 per- 
cent. That’s right, the number 
of obsolete items checked out 
has almost doubled! Even 
more frightening is the fact 
that the increase has not yet 
begun to level off. Every month 
more than 200 new library 
cards are issued. Over 30 per- 
cent of the entire population of 
our area has a library card and 
yet more library cards are is- 
sued daily. 

As though this were not bad 
enough, even though we have 
increased the size of the book 
collection by 50 percent, we 
still continue to find the de- 
mand “buy more books!” in 
our suggestion box. So if Wal- 
ter Warren would kindly in- 
form our residents that they 
are signing out obsolete mate- 
rial in droves, the library 
shelvers (those student 
workers who must bring in the 
books from the outdoor book 
return, discharge them, and 
then reshelve those 400 plus 
books a day) would be quite 
grateful. And the rest of the li- 
brary staff, who must issue all 
those cards, answer all those 
questions, and spend all that 
time deciding what books to 
buy and then buying and pro- 
cessing them, would also be 
appreciative of a lull in the 
storm! 

Mr. Warren’s letter is quite 
thought provoking. Indeed, the 
last thought that it provoked 
was a question. If “the comniu 
nications revolution has for 
ever altered the way the 
public gets useful informa- 
tion”, why did this letter ap- 
pear in such an outdated 
source of information as a lo 
cal newspaper?

Killers of local couple 
sentenced to life terms

Two men convicted of mur- 
der in the August 1993 deaths 
of four people, including two 
Westland residents, were sen- 
tenced to life imprisonment 
without parole in Gladwin 
County' Circuit Court Tuesday 
afternoon. 

Charles Loran Treece, 20, 
and Michael David Elliott, 20, 
were found guilty of four 
counts of First-degree premedi- 
tated felony murder, armed 
robbery, breaking and enter- 
ing with intent to commit lar- 
ceny, arson and felony 
Firearms in the deaths of West- 
land residents Kathy Rose- 
Lane, 38, and Bruce Tufnell, 
33, and Gladwin County resi- 
dents Vicky Sue Currie, 39, 
who lived with TufnelPs cousin 
Mike Tufnell, 39, in the Bentley 
Township home where the vic-

tim’s bodies were found shot 
and burned. 

The two defendants were 
sentenced on each of the sepa- 
rate counts with a total prison 
term of five life sentences plus 
additional years in prison. 

Treece and Elliott were con- 
victed after jury trials and the 
two other defendants plea bar- 
gained to lesser charges. 

Paul Delbert Treece, 18, and 
Tammy LaCross, the 16-year- 


old daughter of Currie, plea 
bargained to the charges of 
armed robbery and felony Fire- 
arms and face sentencing in 
May, according to Gladwin 
County clerks. 

Mr. Tufnell and Mrs. Lane 
arrived at Mike Tufnell’s home 
during the evening hours of 
Aug. 6, 1993 en route to a fam- 
ily reunion in Harrison, Mich., 
according to Carol Gillentine, 
a Westland neighbor and 
friend of the deceased. 

The fire was discovered by 
police at 7:11 a.m. the next 
morning, but due to the sever- 
ity of the blaze officials could 
not enter the home until late 
that evening, Gladwin County 
Sheriff Michael Hargrave said. 

The four victims were found 
shot and burned to death in 
what police believed to be a 
drug-related shooting. Harg- 
rave said.

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Gang warfare 

Group meets to battle teen gang crime

A grassroots forum on 
methods to decrease both 
youth violence and gang activ- 
ity stressed the need for a com- 
munity coalition to seek 
positive actions for youth, as 
well as more parental and 
much less political involve- 
ment in the effort. 

The forum that attracted 
more than 60 law enforcement, 
judicial and educational rep- 
resentatives from Inkster, 
Wayne, Westland and Romulus 
heard 18th District Court 
Judge Gail McKnight, Youth 
Officers Scott Hall of Westland 
and Ron New of Inkster and 
Allen Park Prosecutor Debra 
Green outline some overviews 
on youth problems and solu- 
tions. 

Representatives from Dear- 
born Heights, Southgate, 
Northville and Garden City 
also attended. 

After hearing the initial 
talks, those in attendance 
joined smaller groups to dis- 
cuss youth issues, turned in 
written reports and took part 
in a re-convened total group 
session to conclude the three- 
hour forum that was con- 
ducted at the new Wayne- 
Westland Salvation Army 
Headquarters on Venoy Road 
in Westland.

This was the second such 
youth activity forum con- 
ducted in recent months by the 
Community Housing and 
Neighborhood Growth Ex- 
change (CHANGE). The earlier 
one was conducted for the 
Rouge, Allen Park. Melvin- 
dale, Lincoln Park and Ecorse 
area. 

Elizabeth A. Longley, a 
CHANGE spokeswoman, said, 
“The cornerstone of the pro- 
gram is a no-nonsense ap- 
proach to youth violence and 
gang activity. 

Longley said a full-scale re- 
port on the small group discus- 
sions will be mailed to all 
participants in the next month. 

She explained that at the 
Rouge area meeting it was 
urged that a member of the 
Wayne County Prosecutor’s Of- 
fice and local police meet to 
better coordinate local ordi- 
nances, so that local munici- 
palities offer a united front 
against law breakers. 

“When criminal ordinances 
differ greatly in neighboring 


communities in gives law- 
breakers a chance to move 
around to respond negatively 
to the lower penalty cities and 
towns,” Longley said. “We 
need more of a commonality in 
criminal penalties, the first fo- 
rum participants urged,” she 
said. 

Longley and Romulus Youth 
Officer Rosemary Cooper said 
there were many requests at 
the Westland forum for an in- 
crease in positive athletic and 
social activities for after- 
school programs for youth. 

Cooper, who called the ses- 
sion a “good helpful meeting,” 
said there also was a strong 
call for: 

• A public education pro- 
gram on the needs and con- 
cerns in the youth problems 
area. 

• Creation of programs as al- 
ternatives to gang activities. 

• A breaking down of the de- 
nial cycle by area parents, who 
claim “it is not my kids” who 
are involved in local crime 
problems. 


United community action is 
critical today to stem youth vi- 
olence, Longley said. “While 
gang violence makes head- 
lines, gang members create 
even more damage on a regu 
lar basis for local property and 
business owners,” I on^iey ex 
plained. 

The forum also dealt with 
practical approaches to bat- 
tling the graffiti problem, van- 
dalism of abandoned and 
occupied homes and the loss of 
business in shopping areas 
that gang members frequent. 

The forums are only starting 
points, Longley said, but hope- 
fully will serve as a community 
planning tool to stimulate ac- 
tion in Wayne County.

Warner has four decades of 
experience in teaching dog ob 
ediences classes, but began 
her interest in animal training 
many years prior to that. 

“When I was eight years old

I helped my grandfather train 
horses, but I grew out of that,” 
said Warner. “I started train- 
ing dogs in 1954, and now that 
Pm retired, I keep a pretty full 
schedule with obedience 
training classes.” 

In her current class, Warner 
has a four-pound Pomeranian, 
a 125-pound Great Pyrenees 
and various sizes and shapes 
of dogs in between. 

She learned her skills from 
a mentor who trained a troupe 
of nine to 15 Dalmatians and 
also learned from a German 


trainer whose methods she no 
longer uses because “they 
were quick, but harsh." 

The formula for successful 
training is a mixture of pa 
tience and love, she said. 

“It’s the same as for training 
a child. If you have patience 
and love, they’ll follow the 
right path,” Warner said. “Not 
all dogs are equal when it 
comes to training. The herding 
and working breeds are easier 
to train, and the hunting dogs 
usually have other things on 
their mind. For example, if 
you have a bassett hound, it 
make take you twice as long to 
teach him, unless he’s a ge- 
nius. 

“However, there are always 
exceptions to the rule. I have a 
14-year- old Irish setter who 
was trained to respond to hand 
signals. When he was younger, 

I would bring him to classes 
with me to show what a well 
trained dog can do,” Warner 
said. 

“After completing the first 
four-week session, a person 
can compete in the companion 
dog competition in shows. I’m 
looking forward to attending a 
show at Domino Farms where 
I hope to see some of my for- 
mer students with their dogs,” 
she said. 

An animal lover, Warner 
has a Doberman, an Irish set- 
ter, five birds and a cat, “but 
no fish.”

13 lose vehicles in police drug 'sting'

Some 13 local and area residents are without 
their vehicles this week, and they can blame 
themselves for it. 

The vehicles were seized by Inkster narcotics 
units who made controlled buys and reverse buys 
from the alleged drug users who mistook police 
officers for drug dealers. 

One suspect, caught in one of the sweeps, is a 
36-year-old Southgate man who apparently got 
suspicious of the merchandise and sped away 
only to be apprehended by a backup unit. 

While the suspect was in the Henry and Pine 
street areas Monday night, the Southgate resident 
reportedly picked the wrong guy to ask for drugs. 
According to an Inkster police report, the suspect 
produced $60 and asked the agent for cocaine and 
was about to exchange the funds for the merchan- 
dise when he changed his mind. 

The would-be drug seeker took off in his vehi 
cle, but not before the agent backup unit caught 



up to him. 

The suspect was released after he received for- 
feiture papers for his vehicle. He will be in court 
on Wednesday to tell the judge his side of the 
story. 

A would-be drug dealer who resides in the 
29000 block of Glenwood also discovered that he 
was dealing with the wrong man when he appar- 
ently asked: “What do you need, baby?” 


The would-be drug dealer didn’t know he was 
dealing with a cop. After the officer said “a 20,” 
and exchanged the suspected drugs for the 
marked $20 bill, the suspect was arrested for al- 
legedly selling a controlled substance. 

Inkster police confiscated vehicles during the 
sweeps in the target areas of Springhill, Helen, 
Glenwood and Parkwood in the southeast quad- 
rant of the city. 

The sweeps were carried out in conjunction 
with the Wayne County Prosecutor’s Office “Push 
Off” program. The program, “Pushers Use the 
Streets and Highways, Opt for Forfeiture”, allows 
law enforcement agencies to confiscate vehicles 
that are used during illegal drug purchases. 

Inkster Police Chief Terry Colwell said he had 
a message for those who would come to the city 
for drugs. 

“This aggressive effort by our officers should 
send the message to those people who are coming 
here to buy and sell illegal drugs - this city is not 
the place to do it”

Explosive 
vapors 
found in 
sewer

Westland firefighters are in- 
vestigating an explosive subs- 
tance found in the sanitary 
sewer system near Dove 
Cleaners, a dry cleaning store 
located in the Westland Cross- 
ings strip on Warren and 
Wayne roads, Westland Fire 
Battalion Chief Mark Neal 
said. 

The Wayne County Haz- 
ardous Materials Response 
Team (HAZMAT) was called in 
to investigate a vapor which 
read at explosive levels Thurs- 
day afternoon when Westland 
Department of Public Service 
(DPS) workers were flushing 
the sanitary sewer system next 
to a the store, located at 34524 
Warren Road, according to 
Neal. 

“Department of Public Ser- 
vice workers went in there to 
get it out. They stirred it up 
and caused the vapor to rise 
up out of the hole, which pro- 
duced an odor,” Neal said. 

Some 32 Westland firefigh- 
ters, DPS and HAZMAT 
workers were evacuated from 
the cordoned off area when 
HAZMAT officials determined 
the explosive level to be 23 
percent, which, Neal said, ex- 
ceeds the safety level of 
workers. 

The HAZMAT team extrac- 
ted samples from the sewer 
system which shows it could be 
a dry cleaning solvent known 
as Perehloroethylene, com- 
monly referred to as PERC in 
the industry, according to 
Neal. 

When officials entered the

dry cleaners they found the 
PERC substance improperly 
stored and owners could not 
produce any records of the dis- 
posal of the waste, according 
to Neal. 

“The owner couldn’t tell us 
who picked up the stuff or 
where it’s gone. It caused us 
concern,” Neal said. “This 
kind of chemical shouldn’t be 
sitting around. It needs to be 
gotten rid of more often.” 

The chlorinated substance 
will be tested by HAZMAT offi- 
cials to determine the exact 
nature of the chemical and, ac- 
cording to Neal, if the chemi- 
cal is found to be a dry 
cleaning solution, agencies 
such as the Michigan Depart- 
ment of Natural Resources 
and the Michigan Department 
of Public Health - Dry Clean- 
ing Division may issue fines 
for the dumping. 

“As far as we know, no dry 
cleaners (across the country) 
have ever been accused or 
caught dumping,” Neal added. 

Meanwhile, Dove Cleaners 
remains open for business, 
however, clothes will be dry 
cleaned at another facility un- 
til the investigation is com- 
pleted, Neal said.

Police nab suspected serial robber

A 59-year-old Livonia resi- 
dent, charged with larceny 
over $100 in Westland, an un- 
armed robbery in Livonia and 
three larcenies in Redford, 
was bound over to Detroit Re- 
corder’s Court for trial Thurs- 
day. 

Gregg Steven Hufeld is be- 
ing held on a $50,000 cash bond 
for the Westland and Livonia 
crimes and a total of $150,000 
cash in Redford. 

Hufeld was arrested by Liv- 
onia police on April 19 after 
allegedly committing a larceny 
at the Dandy Oil/Marathon Oil 
gas station, located at 31425 
Ann Arbor Trail in Westland 


and an unarmed robbery at a 
Dunkin Donuts, located at 
19010 Middlebelt Road in Liv- 
onia later that same evening, 
according to Westland police 
Sgt. Donald Haigh. Hufeld was 
placed in a line-up and identi- 
fied in connection with the 
Westland robbery and three 
crimes in Redford. 

The Westland incident oc- 
curred around 12:15 a.m. when 
the perpetrator entered the 
store and asked the clerk for 
change. When the employee 
opened the cash register, the 
thief reached across the coun- 
ter and grabbed some $10 bills 
from the register, Haigh said. 

The Livonia robbery oc- 
curred around 3 a.m. with the 
assailant entering the location 


three times, according to Liv- 
onia police Sgt. Ken Marlow. 
The first time, the man en- 
tered and asked for change to 
use the phone. 

“The lady gave him the 
money, then he didn’t use it 
(phone). He left and came back 
in 10 minutes later,” Marlow 
said. 

The second time, the man 
asked what the price of some 
doughnuts were and the final 
time, he bought some dough- 
nuts and when the cashier 
opened the register, he 
reached in and grabbed $72, 
Marlow said. 

The clerk called police and 
officers found a man. meeting 


the clerk’s description of the 
thief, in a car that had been 
reported as taken without per- 
mission, Marlow said. 

“He was arrested on proba- 
ble cause and he confessed to 
the robbery,” Marlow said. 

Hufeld was charged with 
three counts of larceny of a 
person for the Redford crimes 
which occurred at Dairy Mart, 
located on the corner of 5 Mile 
and Beech Daly. Tubby’s sub 
shop, at West Chicago and 
Telegraph roads and Baskin 
Robbins on Joy and Beech 
Daly, according to Redford po- 
lice Lt. Paul Whiting. The 
crimes occurred in March and 
early April and Hufeld was 
bound over on all charges.

I ever tried the drug, it would 
be because she was the one 
who told me about it.” 

Millard said her mother 
warned her not to drink any- 
one’s beverage or take a puff 
from anyone's cigarette, be- 
cause “they may have put 
‘something’ in it.” 

Millard said she has a long 
list of well-intentioned warn- 
ings that her mother gave her 
during her youth, and appreci- 
ates the thoughtfulness of her 
mother’s advice. 

Donna Hall of Donna Hall 
and Associates of Belleville 
remembers her mother giving 
her the traditional piece of ad- 
vice that all mothers gave their 
children in the past several 
generations: “Don’t go out of 
the house without clean under- 
wear, because you might get 
into an accident.” 

“I’m sure she gave me a lot 
of other advice, but I just can’t 


recall it,” Hall said. “I still 
wonder about why mothers 
were so concerned about un- 
derwear in the event of an ac- 
cident.” 

Several women who were 
given the same piece of advice 
noted that they hoped hospital 
personnel would be more con- 
cerned about treating their in- 
juries than the condition of 
their clothing. 

Bob O’Keefe of Van Buren 
Township said his father was 
the advice giver in the family. 

“He was straight and 
square. I’m accused of being 
the same way, and I guess that 
I learned from his influence. I 
don’t recall any special bit of 
advice, but I do know that I 
learned to read a lot, listen a 
lot and to associate with peo- 
ple who were as smart or 
smarter than I,” O’Keefe said. 
“That’s the kind of advice that 
I would pass along to others.”

A 27-year-old Inkster man is 
being sought by police for in- 
vestigation of a drug-related, 
double homicide that oc- 
curred in the 27000 block of 
New York. 

Although Inkster police re- 
fused to release the name of 
the fugitive, a witness told po- 
lice that the suspect gunned 
down Andre LaJuan Watkins 
of Inkster and Robert Spencer 
Carr of Westland during an ap- 
parent argument that erupted 
in the house during the early 
morning hours on Tuesday. 

Police said Watkins, 41, who 
lives at the New York address, 
died of multiple gunshot 
wounds to the body and head. 
His body was discovered in 
one of the rooms at the house 
on New York Street. 

Carr, 34, who resided in the 
800 block of Merriman, was 
shot several times but man- 
aged to get out of the house. He 
was alive when police arrived, 
but died shortly afterward at 


Garden City Hospital. 

“We have a suspect's name. 
We are presently looking for 
him and believe that he’s in 
the area,” said Inkster Lt. 
Wilbert Reid. Reid added that 
police found drug parapher- 
nalia at the scene, “but the mo- 
tive for the slayings is not clear 
at this time." 

Detective Darryl Tubbs has 
been assigned to the case. 

Police were dispatched to 
the New York address on a call 
that “shots had been fired." 

At the scene, they found 
Carr lying in the driveway in a 
pool of blood. He was 
wounded in the chest area, but 
was still alive, police said. He 
was rushed to the hospital 
where he later died. 

Police then entered the lo- 
cation and discovered Wat- 
kins’ body in the living room. 
He had been shot in the fore- 
head. He was pronounced 
dead at the scene. The victim’s 
body was taken to the Wayne 
County Morgue for an autopsy. 

Police also found about a 
dozen bullet casings and nar- 


Man sentenced in 
attack with skillet

A 32-year-old Westland man, 
who beat his elderly father-in- 
law in the head with a frying 
pan during a family argument, 
was sentenced to two years 
probation before Detroit Re- 
corder’s Judge Craig Strong.

The victim was later treated 
and released by a personal 
physician suffering a “very 
large contusion,” Haigh said. 

According to police, Gul- 
lett’s wife was not physically 
harmed during the attack.

Michigan State Senator 
William Faust has formally an- 
nounced his decision not to 
seek re-election to office in 
1995. 

Faust, 65. has served as an 
area elected official for more 
than 28 years. 

Often referred to as the 
“Dean of the Senate,” Faust 
presently represents the 13th 
District which includes Canton 
Township, Woodhaven, West- 
land, Wayne, Van Buren, 
Brownstown, Sumpter and 
Huron townships, Romulus, 
Rockwood, Flat Rock and Be- 
lleville. 

Faust earlier said he would 
retire to allow “new blood” to 
step into his senate seat. 

Faust began his political ca- 
reer as a former Nankin 
Township trustee and super- 
visor. When the township be- 
gan to merge into the 
surrounding communities 
which later became Westland, 
Faust was advised by his sup- 
porters to become involved in 
government at the state level. 


Faust admits that his inter- 
est in education and back 
ground led him to his interest 
in perpetual learning and edu- 
cation. He is a graduate of In- 
diana University and earning 
a degree in business adminis- 
tration from the University of 
Michigan in 1952. He pursued 
a graduate degree at Eastern 
Michigan University. 

It was during his campaign 
for the state senate seat in 1966 
that Faust was involved in an 
automobile accident which 
left him confined to a wheel- 
chair. Undeterred, he contin- 
ued his pursuit of the political 
office. 


“It was an especially diffi- 
cult time for me. 1 was literally 
elected from a hospital bed. I 
didn’t have to worry about my 
problems--I had other things to 
worry about,” Faust said. 

Some of Faust’s projects 
during his tenure include his 
authorship of 150 state bills 
and one constitutional amend- 
ment. which allows legislature 
to be sued. He is involved in 
the regulation of timber so that 
natural resources continue to 
serve Michigan, he said. And 
he is involved in the reduction 
of sentencing requirements of 
first-time, non-violent of- 
fenders. 


During his final months in 
the senate, Faust said he will 
be working to introduce legis- 
lation which requires that 
public hearing notices be pub- 
lished in all local newspapers, 
probing into missing funds and 
questionable fiscal practices 
of employees and former em- 
ployees of the 34th District 
Court in Romulus and attempt- 
ing to help citizens understand 
the ramifications of the March 
15 state sales tax proposal. 

Faust has served as the vice- 
chairman of the Commfce, 
Corporations and Economic 
Development and Technology 
and Energy committees and 
said he thoroughly enjoyed his 
terms as senator. 

“I enjoyed it. It has always 
been a challenge -there is al- 
ways something new,” he said. 

The Westland Democrat was 
elected as Senate Majority 
Leader in 1984 and cites that 
term as one of his most re- 
warding experiences. 

“I had the opportunity to 
serve as a majority leader. I re- 


organized the senate rules, 
passed 150 bills and wrote one 
constitutional amendment,” 
Faust said. 

Faust was instrumental in 
starting a state museum and 
procuring a grant for libraries 
in Wayne and Westland. One of 
Faust’s best experiences as a 
senator was being thanked for 
his assistance with elderly res- 
idents’ medical needs. 

“On a personal level, the 
best experience was having an 
elderly woman from Sumpter 
Township ask if I was Faust,” 
he said. When he told her he 
was, indeed, Faust, she smiled 


and told him that because of 
his efforts she had a new set of 
false teeth, he recalled. 

The senator’s father was one 
of his greatest influences in 
Lansing, helping him get on 
with his life after the auto- 
mobile accident and staying 
involved in his son’s career, 
Faust said. 

Faust had only a few words 
of advice to the next senator 
from the 13th district 

“Like people and want to 
help them both individually 
and the whole population. 
Then let the specific interests 
in your own area take over.”

Bennett was recently ap- 
pointed by Gov. John Engler to 
the Michigan Underground 
Storage Tank Financial Assur- 
ance Policy Board.

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State motorists are buckling up 


Thanks to increased traffic - 
safety efforts in Michigan, 
more and more automobile 
drivers and motorcyclists are 
taking measures to protect 
themselves on roadways, ac- 
cording to a University of 
Michigan (U-M) study. 

Researchers stationed at 
168 intersections and ft'eeway 
exits throughout the state last 
fall observed 64.4 percent of 
drivers and front-seat pas- 
sengers wearing safety belts, a 
13-percent increase fVom sum- 
mer 1992. In addition, 99 per- 
cent of motorcyclists sighted 
were wearing helmets. 

“The overall belt-use rate 
represents a higher rate than 
in any of the previous 14 sur- 
veys (since 1984),” said 
Fredrick M. Streff of the U-M 
Transportation Research Insti- 
tute (UMTRI). 

“Perhaps the most impor- 
tant reasons for the increase 
are the safety- belt enforce- 
ment efforts and accompany- 
ing public information and 
education programs that have 
been conducted statewide by 
the Michigan State Police Of- 
fice of Highway Safety Plan- 
ning, as well as by various 
local programs promoting 
safety-belt use.” 

Another reason, Streff said, 


is that cars built since 1990 are 
equipped with automatic re- 
straint systems - safety belts 
or air bags - as required by 
fideral law. “There is consis- 
tent evidence that shows 
higher use rates for occupants 

vehicles equipped with au- 
tomatic shoulder-restraint sys- 
tems than those with manual 
systems.” 

According to the study, 
slightly more motorists ob- 
served on freeway exit ramps 
than those stopped at intersec- 
tions were wearing safety 
belts, indicating greater seat- 
belt use on expressways than 
on other roads. 

In addition, use of safety re- 
straints is greatest during the 
morning rush hours with 
nearly 74 percent of observed 
drivers and front-seat pas- 
sengers wearing safety belts. 
Also, Streff said, “Unfor- 
tunately, belt use is lowest in 
our most populous county,” 
with 55.4 percent of Wayne 
County motorists wearing 
safety belts - less than most 
other areas in the state. 

Conducted in the 28 most 
populous state counties, the 
study involved 17,719 front 
seat occupants in 13,669 pas- 
senger cars. It also included 
177 motorcyclists, all but one 


of whom were wearing hel- 
mets. 

“These impressive results 
show that Michigan’s helmet 
law and the enforcement of 
this law are effective in pro- 
moting helmet use,” Streff 
said. 

Unlike the helmet law, how- 
ever, the safety-belt law is not 
a primary enforcement mea- 
sure - that is, police are not 
allowed to ticket drivers solely 
because they are not wearing 
safety belts. Streff believes 
that compliance with Michi- 
gan’s safety-belt law would be 
facilitated if it permitted pri- 
mary enforcement. 

“But even without such new 
legislation, stricter enforce- 
ment of the current law, cou- 
pled with major publicity 
campaigns, can be effective in 
increasing belt use,” he said. 
“Issuing safety-belt citations 
regularly to motorists being 
cited for another violation can 
be particularly effective in in- 
creasing safety-belt use, be- 
cause traffic- law offenders 
are less likely to use safety 
belts than non-offenders. 
Thus, even with secondary en- 
forcement, police have many 
opportunities to affect the seg- 
ment of the population at 
greatest risk for non-use.” 


270 new troopers to be recruited 


Increased funding for the 
three new trooper recruit 
schools will enable the State 
Police to place 270 additional 
troopers on duty. 

The result will be the larg- 
est number of state troopers in 
Michigan in 14 years. 

“With this budget, Michigan 
citizens will see a strong, via- 
ble state trooper presence - 
the largest presence since 
1980,” said Governor John En- 


gler. “With a total of 1,272 
troopers, state residents can 
rest assured that fighting 
crime will be the number-one 
priority of the State Police.” 

House Bill 5265 provides 
$6.35 million to fund three 
trooper recruit schools, begin- 
ning in February, April and 
September in fiscal year 1995, 
which will graduate 270 offi- 
cers. 

In addition the State Police 


budget includes $6.38 million 
to fully fund 88 troopers hired 
in the last fiscal year, $1 mil- 
lion for the Secondary Road 
Patrol program, $293,000 for 
the continued phase-in of the 
800 megahertz radio systems, 
$194,900 for the additional 
costs of new/replacement 
posts, $500,000 for a criminal 
records project, $200,000 for 
emergency management pur- 
poses.
